The 
paym ent by R ussia of an y such cash In­ 
dem nity as $1,000,000,000 not only would 
em barrass seriou sly the St. Petersburg 
governm ent, but probably would disturb 
the finances 
of 
the 
en tire w estern 
world 
Indeed, It has b. en su ggested 
that sin h paym ent to all Intents and 
purposes m ight render R ussia a p racti­ 
cal bankrupt. 
O pinions and v ie w s of 
T'nited S ta tes and other pow ers on this 
subject h ave been perm itted to reach 
the principal ad visers of the Japanese 
em peror. 
Such d iscu ssion o f the cash 
indem nity a s has occurred has be. n 
m erely su g g estiv e of ren d ition s likely 
to be encountered by Japan when she 
shall form ulate her peace term s. 
Thus 
far the Jap an ese governm ent has re­ 
frained from Indicating the precise form 
of her term s, as it Is not her purpose, 
naturally, to forearm the shrew d and 
pow erful an tagon ist w hich sh e Is to 
m eet in a field of diplom acy.

Twelve feet in the rear of 
the present building will be erect­ 
ed the new addition, a building 30 
x80 feet, having three large class 
rooms below and twelve dormitory 
rooms above.
